The market for Asian coins continues to show growth and vitality, making it one of the most vibrant areas of 
collecting in recent years. The trend toward vintage items—those that illustrate the history of Japan, Korea, 
Vietnam, and, most notably, China--has led to the re-emergence of conditional survivors from the classic series, 
as well as types that have long been sought but are rarely available. Our biannual Hong Kong Signature Sale, 
held in conjunction with the Hong Kong International Numismatic Fair (HKINF), allows us to present this curated 
catalog filled with fantastic rarities—both conditional and absolute. 


Among the highlights from this June's auction is a brief run of incredible Li Yuan-hung Dollars, with the majority 
ranking at or near top-pop status. Such selections include the joint-finest certified “without hat” Dollar—certified 
MS66 by NGC; an incredible gem-certified representative of the “with hat” type; and a scarce example of the 
CIIINA variety—missing the crossbar in the H due to a defective hub—tied with just two other pieces for the 
most highly graded at MS64. These are followed by four Dragon and Phoenix Dollars, two featuring small 
characters and two of the large characters sub-variety. However, beauty and scarcity are not only confined to 
large-sized silver, as a gorgeously toned L. Giorgi-signed pattern Cent of 1916 is sure to demonstrate. 


From the Imperial period, the standouts include the finest-certified Kwangtung Specimen Dollar from the 
collection of the ANS, graded SP47; an AU50 Kweichow Bamboo Dollar—one of the nicest to come to market in 
recent decades; and the second-finest certified “flying dragon" ration Tael of Sinkiang. This latter type, graded 
AU55 by NGC, far outranks the Wa She Wong and Norman Jacobs pieces, while the Irving Goodman Collection 
did not include an example. We are also excited to present a copper Pattern of the famed Yuan Shih-kai “Fatman” 
Dollar, conceived with an intricate “chained” edge to combat edge filing, reportedly from Goodman's collection. 
Representatives of the large and small characters 1904 Hupeh Taels, both in Mint State condition, further round 
out the Imperial selections, together with an impressive Choice Mint State Long Whiskered Dragon Pattern 
Dollar. From the People’s Republic, we are pleased to offer for the first time an exquisite set of Pattern Dragon 
and Phoenix pieces from 1989. 


In addition to our Chinese highlights, other noteworthy offerings include a fleeting gold Fuang from the reign of 
Rama IV of Thailand (one of 3-6 known; a nearly Mint State 1906 Kuang Mu 10 Won of Korea (the only collectible 
date in the series); and a reeded edge 1866 Proof Dollar from Hong Kong. 


The cohesive display of historically significant and beautifully persevered selections fill the pages of this catalog, 
presenting collectors with the enviable opportunity to add rare trophies to their cabinets. We hope you will join 
us online for this exciting event, and if there is anything that we can do to make your bidding experience more 
enjoyable, please do not hesitate to ask.

5 sets of restrikes (including the Tael, 5 Mace, 2 Mace, 1 Mace, 
and 1/2 Mace) were produced from the original Osaka dies in 
Switzerland in the 1970’s, prior to the dies being “cleaned up” 
and further issues restruck in the 1980’s; today, the dies reside in 
Taiwan. This current offering thus presents an exceedingly rare 
opportunity to acquire a visually and historically intriguing issue, 
and one that even the most advanced collectors will take interest in.

Nearing the 
peak of the NGC census (MS64 being the highest grade awarded 
by that company), we would note that both the Wa She Wong and 
Norman Jacobs examples only certified at MS61. 


While numerous die varieties are known for the issue—mainly 
characterized by the forms of the leaves and the Manchu in the 
margins of the obverse (reverse as holdered here)—the die style 
seen here bears special affinities with that used on the subsequent 
Short-Whiskered type, the rightmost leaf showing considerably 
fewer “spines” than either of the two pieces listed by Chang 
under CH26 and CH27, or the example illustrated in the Chang 
Foundation collection catalog, owing to a slightly weaker engrav- 
ing in these features.

Representing the culmination of a series of trials and experiments aimed at modernizing China’s coinage, the so-called “standard pattern” 
Kwangtung Dollars produced between 1890 to 1908 would become the model for all other silver Dollars minted in the Empire. The design had 
gone through several iterations before reaching its final state, owing first to the disastrous hoarding of silver brought about by the original 
“heavy” standard on which the first patterns were based (weighing 7 Mace and 3 Candareens), and secondly to the distasteful juxtaposition of 
Chinese and English text on the obverses of the 1889 and early 1890 issues. Though the mint in Canton had by this period assumed the mintage of 
such coins, dies continued to be supplied by the Heatons, who had secured the original contract in 1888.

Shenyang mint. A set that certainly stands alongside the greatest rarities of the modern Chinese series, the 1989 Dragon and Phoenix “Patterns” 
are commonly regarded as among the most difficult issues produced by the People’s Republic, with perhaps only a handful issued, and the set 
in this two-piece format presumed unique. According to King Chan, the contract for the Dragon and Phoenix minting program was signed in 
Beijing in May 1989, with the coins to be issued in September of that year. Owing to unplanned delays, the Mint disclosed that the coins would 
not be available until December, leading to the decision that the date on the coins be changed to 1990, and that they be issued early in that year. In 
the years that followed, a very few pieces from the program were discovered to have been dated to 1989. Following to NGC’s population report 
(none have been graded by PCGS), only the following examples have been certified: 


- Gold 200 Yuan - PR68 Ultra Cameo (1), PR69 Ultra Cameo (5) 

- Silver 20 Yuan - PR67 Ultra Cameo (4), PR68 Ultra Cameo (6), PR69 Ultra Cameo (2) 
- Gold 10 Yuan - Proof Details (2), PR69 Ultra Cameo (1) 

- Silver 5 Jiao - PR64 Ultra Cameo (2), PR68 Ultra Cameo (1), PR69 Ultra Cameo (6) 


Clearly carefully set aside not long after their discovery, each piece in this set comes preserved on the very cusp of technical perfection—the 
fields mirrored to the highest level, setting them in jet-black juxtaposition to the heavily frosted devices from all angles. Of the miniscule 
numbers seen to date by NGC (6 of the 200 Yuan and 12 of the 20 Yuan), none have yet been awarded PR70 status. 


While both coins were formally incorporated into the standard literature in 2017 in the Gold & Silver Coins of China Standard Catalogue, 1979- 
2017, this is the first such two-piece set of which we are aware, with the silver 20 Yuan missing from even the most recent edition of the China 
Pricepedia. An exquisite opportunity to say the least, and one not to go missed by serious collectors of modern Chinese coins. Sold with padded 
presentation case.
